W illiam T. Elam, the wealthy St. Jo ­ 


seph (Mo.) physician who shot and 


killed W . Putnam Cramer, of Chica­ 


go, in the Hotel Baltimore on Tues­ 


day last, was released 
on 
$10,000 


bond late yesterday, after having en­ 


tered a plea of “ not guilty” 
to 
a 


charge of first-degree murder. 
His 
trial was set for January 12. 
When Judge Latshaw 
fixed 
the 
bond seventy men from St. Joseph, 
who were in the court room. arose 
and requested permission to go on 
the bail. 
Some of the spectators even 
clamored for permission 
to go on 
bond. 
Finally four St. Joseph men 
were permitted to sign the bond. 
When Dr. Elam was brought into 
the court room. James W . Mytton, 
one of his attorneys, asked the court 
to grant bail in the ease. 
He said: 
“ A man, backed by the? moral sup­ 
port of the entire population of St 
Joseph, who is the sole support of his 
father and mother, and who is held 
for the death of a man who destroyed 
his home, and who we can show has 
■been a home destroyer 
for 
years, 
should be admitted to bai). 
“ It is not first degree murder, nor 
has it the necessary element of first 
degree 
murder— deliberation,” 
he 
continued. 
“ No man has ever ques­ 
tioned the word of Dr. Elam. 
W. A. Brewster, another of his at­ 
torneys, said: 
“ The object of bail 
is to insure a man’s presence for 
trial, and there is not*the slightest 
doubt that Dr. Elam will be ready to 
face trial when tile time comes. 
He 
has many patients in St. Joseph who 
need his care and attention.” 
Floyd Jacobs, the prosecutor, pro­ 
tested bitterly against 
bail 
being 
granted. He said that the state would 
prove first degree murder; 
that it 
would show Dr. Elam had purchased 
the revolver with which he had shot 
Cramer that very morning, exchanging 
an old revolver for the new one, tnat 
the old one would not work. 
Be­ 
cause he had a lot of friends, he said, 
was no reason he should not be kept 
in jail to await trial. 
Judge Latshaw 
first 
commended 
Jacobs for refusing to accept a plea 
ot guilty that Elam offered to make 
immediately after t.ie shooting. Few 
prosecutors would have shown such 
clemency and consideration, he said. 
It was his duty, however, Judge Lat­ 
shaw said, to give Dr. Elan! bail, so
